In TliU Globe of Ours. 


During the wh.ole period of the pri- 


mary rocks and'the formation of the 
coaVstrata .tropical heat prevailed from 
latitude thirty-live degrees, to lati- 
tude eighty degrees—to 
the polar 


regions',, that is. The temperature was 
uniform over the whole earth. During 
the first half of the secondary period, 
that of jurasic rooks and chalk, the 
climate remained the same; the .same 
plants arid same animals are found all 
over the globe. 
During tbe second 


half of the period, however, the climate 
began to cool Somewhat, and decidu- 
ous trees made their appearance, though 
tropical plants were still to be found in 
England and Denmark. Even to the 
middle of .the tertiary penod there 
was equality of climate in all latitudes, 
but the temperature of Europe fell very 
gradually, and it is certain that at the 
end of the tertiary period there was no 
ice oil the globe, not oven at tbe poles 
or at the top of the highest mountains. 


With the quaternary period a great 


change took place. The reindeer was 
to be found in all parts of Europe; the 
cold was excessive, and the great Swiss 
glaciers extended 
to the south of 


France. The glacial epoch was iu full 
swing, and the uniformity of tempera- 
ture formerly prevailing had been de- 
stroyed. Then a rellex action begins; 
the glaciers, and with them the rein- 
deeiytnd the mammoth, retreat as slow- 
ly as they advanced. 
At the furthest 


point of the glacial extension the cold 
became so intense that a sea of ice cov- 
ered half Russia, all Prussia, Hanover, 
Holland, and part of England.

—French Restaurants.

There is one matter in which Paris is' 


declining every year—I mean cookeryv 
The increase of clubs where bachelors 
find a house dinner at a moderate pric«; 


has deprived the high-class restaurant's 
of a considerable number of customers 
whoso place has been taken by foreign- 
ers. 
Now, the foreigner is looked up^ 


an in most countries as legitimate prey, 
and experience has shown the Parisian 
restaurant-keeper that the foreigner is 
generally willing to pay dear for poor 
food served wilh a certain luxury oi 
accessories. 
Another large element in 


the customers oi the restaurants is la 
haute noce—that is to say, tha young 
men who waste their substance on 
picturesque young ladies. These young 
men are not gourmets, and when they 
order dinners in those private rooms 
which every Parisian restaurant must 
have they often regard the divan a4 
Ihe plat dc resistance. The gourmet is 
rare, good cooks arc rare, and, how- 
ever regardless one may be of expense, 
I do not know a single restaurant in 
modern Paris where you may go un- 
announced and be absolutely sure-of 
having a delicate and faultless dinner. 
This statement may seem to be sweep- 
inf. but I am speaking from experi- 
ence; aad even iu the three most fam- 
ous and most expensive establishments 
of Paris 1 have souvenirs of unartistid 
cooking, coal-lire roasting, afld eco- 
nomical sauces. French cooking nowa- 
days, both in restaurants and in private 
houses, with very rare exceptions, is 
lacking in imagination; the carte ia 
limited: you 
get the same dinner 


everywhere, and you feel that you are 
in the hands of a'cook who has studied 
a couple of years, mastered a dozen 
ree'i'O-i.- and then takes a place as chef. 
Formerly, in the classical days ol 
French cooking, a chef would study 
fifteen or twentv years before he would 
venture to preside over the saucepans 
of a grand seigneur or of a renowned 
rt-sl.aunint. 
As for the restaurants of 


the Champs Elys.ce.s-the famous Am- 
bassadeurs, Ledoven's and Laurent's— 
their proprietors are taking undue ad- 
vantage of their privileged situation; 
the cooking there is mediocre, the ser- 
vice very bad, and the prices are cal- 
culated with a view to making rapid 
fortunes on a basis of large profits. 
Then where can one dine in Paris? 1 
do not know. There are perhaps a 
do/cu private houses where you car. 
dine delicately ou real meat aud lish, 
prepared according to the precepts oi 
iJie classical French cuisine, but every- 
body can not penetrate these sanctu- 
aries of art. The gourmet's occupation 
j.s gone in Paris if he is condemned to 
eat in restaurants; he can rarely hops 
I o d i n e ; he must be content to absorb 
food simply in order to repair the 
waste of tissue. — 1'aris Cor. London 
WurlU.
